The Wilderson Station Land

A Relic of Boom Days and Great 
Schemes—Toy Sing Con- 
victed—The Bath 
Divorce. 


A decision was rendered by Judge Wade 
yesterday in a case which has been pending 
in the Superior Court for two years past. 
It was a sult brought by Richard E. 
McAnulty and James H. Bell against Will- 
lam H. Bonsall, Theodore Wiesendanger, 
Andrew Mattel, Albert Crutcher and the 
Wilderson Station Tract Land and Water 
Company. The decision was in favor of 
the defendants. 

The plaintiffs in their second amended 
complaint, upon which the decision was 
based, alleged that the capitai stock of the 
Wilderson Station Tract Land and Water 
Com was originally intended “to be 
fixed at Pat $1 10,000, divided into eee shares, 
each of the value of #5500, but in the articles 
of incorporation the stuck was fixed at $150,- 


value of $7500. and it was agreed that a cash 
. of $1376 should be made on each 
are. 

It was alleged that the 22 sub- 
scribed for stock in the company. and paid 
to Messrs. Bonsall and W ndanger, on 
account of their subscriptions, the agreed 
amount of the cash payment on each share. 

The company was promoted and organ- 
ized for the purpose of purchasing from 
Andrew Mattei a tract of land on Vermont 
avenue, known asthe Mattei land, bein 
| the west half of the northeast quarter, an 
the north half of the southeast quarter of 
section 24, township 2, south of range 14 
oar 1 4 a strip 320 feet long fronting on 

The defendants Bonsall and Weisendan- 
ger had obtained the right to purchase the 
land ata stipulated price and organized 
the company to sell it at a greatly increased 

rice. It is alleged that at the time of the 

ncorporation they still held this contract, 
and during all the time of promoting and or- 
ganizing the company that the defendants 
concealed their interest in the land and the 
profits which the defendants would make, 
and refused to disclose itto apy of the 
stockholders. 

The plaintiffs further claim that the 
board of directors tor the first year were 
elected for the purpose of their being under 
the control of the defendants, Bonsall and 
Weisendanger, and never exercised any 
independent judgment; that Mr. Weisen- 
danger was elected president, and that the 
subscribers paid to Messrs. Bons.ll and 
Weisendanger, on yoo of stock sub- 
scribed for by them, $20,625, and they have 
not —— — of that sum to the treasurer of 


pany. 

The e complaint then son to state that 
September 14, 1887, Messrs. Bonsall and 
Weisendanger, in violation ot the trust and 
confidence attached to their positions, pur- 
chased the land in their own name and — 
themselves for §94,000, or less 
amount, and in part payment for which 
they used the $20,000 paid by the stock- 
holders, and that the purchase was made 
for the purpose of selling land to the com- 
pany at an unconscionabie profit. 

March 5, 1888, after — stockholders 
began to take steps to recover their money, 
and without authority from the company. it 
is alleged that the defend.nts made a fraud- 
ae sale of the land to the company for 


09,000. 

That Messrs. Bonsall and Wiesendanger 
concealed the sum which they paid for the 
land, and that is was not worth more 

than $30,000, The plaintiffs therefore re- 

quested that judgment be rendered giving 

them the full amount of money received on 

account of stock subscriptions; that the 

deed by which Messrs. Bonsall and Wiesen- 

danger conveyed the land to the company 
canceled. 

Judge Wade gave an oral decision in the 
case, a non-suit granted before by him hav- 
ing been withdrawn by consent, and

FOR LANDLORDS, 


A lesson to property-uwners of the 
evil effects of undue greed, is furnished 
by the present condition of affairs in 
Wall street, New York, until recently 
the center of the financial system of 
the entire country; the official abode of 
American money kings, and the heaven 
of landlords. Business ‘has been 
steadily drifting away from the street 
for half a dozen years. Almost half of 
Wall street is now to let. During the 
past year there has been a perfect exo- 
dus of business men from this 
once favored spot. The cause is sim- 
ply that the real-estate owners have 
overdone things. Rents were pushed 
up to an enormous height; during the 
inflation they were readily paid, and 
tall buildings were erected at immense 
cost to meet the prospective demand. 
Land reached fabulous prices. Then 
came a falling off in the stock busi- 
‘ness; expenses had to be cut down, 
and business drifted away from Wall 
street. | 

Meantime, the race for office build- 
ing hasled to the erection of nearly 
two hundred structures of this charac- 
ter, ranging in cost from the $475,000 
Trinity building to the $3,250,000 
Equitable palace. 

During the late real-estate boom our 
lecal landlords came near duplicating 
this mistake. The collapse of the 
boom, however, forced a reduction of 
rents, which prevented a wholesale ex- 
odus from any one street, such as now 
threatens Wall street, in New York. 
The moral of this is that it is not wise 
to kill the goose which lays the golden 


eggs. 
FLORI CULTURE AS A BUSINESS. 


In this land of flowers it is remarka- 
ble that our floral wealth is not put to 
more financial use. We recently 
showed bow one small town in the 
south of France received last year an 
income of several hundred thousand 
dollars from its flower gardens. Yet 
the climate of the Riviera is not equal 
to that of Southern California. . 

A floral society holds monthly meet- 
ings in San Francisco. It has been 
endeavoring to awaken interest in the 
subject of our floral wealth. In the 
East they raise flowers under glass, in 
winter. Violets sold last winter, in 
New York, at $3 a bunch of a hundred 
violets. Butthe cut-flower business, 
important as it has become of late 
years, is but a trifle in comparison 
with that of the manufacture 
of perfumes from flowers. In 
southeastern Europe, thousands of 
acres are devoted to roses. Here in 
Southern California roses seem to 
grow spontaneously. Of course, the 
business needs skill and knowledge. 
The finer variety of show roses are 
comparatively useless for this purpose.

FARM TOPICS, 


Fungus on Pear Trees. 

[California Fruit-Grower. | 
We are in receipt of some pear leaves 
from S. W. Burtcnel of San Rafael 
which are affected by some species of 
fungus, the identity of which we are 
unable. to determine. It does not re- 
semble the ordinary pear blight, but 
the leaves are affected on the under 
side by numerous pin-bead-like, dark 


; te which have caused suspension of 


u lation, whitening and ckering 
the surface of the leaves. The leaves 
on the trees which are are 
those which are just maturing on the 
ends of the branches and fruit 
spurs.” The only remedy which 
we can suggest is spraying with 
I. X. L. compound or with the 
Bordeaux mixture. If the latter is 
applied before the buds begin to swell 
It should be made as follows: S:xteen 
pees of sulphate of copper in 22 gal- 

ons of water; with 30 pounds of lime 


slacked in 6 galions of water. When 


the second mixture is cool, it should 
be poured slowly into the copper solu- 
tion, care being taken to mix che fluids 

constant stirring. Ifthe apblica- 

n is made after the leaves have 
nearly or quite become of size, the pro- 
portion should be: Sulphate of cop- 
per, 6 pounds; lime, 6 pounds, water, 
22 gallons. Dissolve the copper in 16 
gallons of water, slack the lime in b 
gallous of water and then mix. "Peat 
trees are liable to attack from fungus 
throughout the summer, and the 
wenker solution could be applied again 
at a later dute if necessary. 

We presume that these remedies, 
which are so valuable for other fungi, 
will also prove efficacious for this one; 
at any rate it will dono harm to try 
the experiment. We notice that the 
leaves seut us have also been attacked 
by the cut-worm, which comes from 
the ground at night and plays such 
havoc with the leaves of the pear tree, 
retiring to its place of biding before 
sunrise. The only effectual remedy 
for the cut-worm is a spray of Paris 
green, about one pound to two hundred 

llons of water. The climate of 

lifornia is not particularly adapted 
to the propagation and spreading of 
fungus diseases, but we notice that in 
the last few years they seem to have 
become more prevalent than pre- 
viously. This may, however, be owing 
to the fact that we have numerous 
orchards in diversified locations, which 
give an opportunity for the develop- 
ment of many diseases, which pre- 
viously had no chance to show them- 
selves, not having the trees upon which 
to operate in the proper Jocalities and 
under the proper conditions. 


Mocking-birds Protected. 

The following is the law, punishing 
those who kill mocking-birds or dis- 
turb their nests: 

Section 1—Any person or persons 
who shall willfully and knowingly 
shoot, wound, trap, spare or in 
any other manner catch or capture 
any mocking-bird in the State of Cali- 
fornia, or shall knowingly take, in- 
— or destroy the nest of any mock- 
ng-bird, or shall take, injure or de- 
stroy any mocking-bird’s eggs, in the 
nest or otherwise, in said State, shall 
be deemed guilty of a misdemeanor,

Some weeks ago W. U. Masters, in 
behalf of the Pasadena Board of Trade, 
wrote to William Vandever, the chair- 
man of the House Committee on Irri- 
gation, protesting against granting to 
Harvard University the exclusive 
right to forty acres of land on Mt. Wil- 
son for the purpose of erecting an as- 
tronomical observatory thereon, which 
right, it was understood, a bill intro- 
duced by Mr. Hoar called for. Mr.

Washington, May 9th: 

Yours of the 30th ult., relative to the bill 
pending in the Senate for a grant of lands 
at the summit of Wilson’s Peak to Harvard 
University for observatory purposes is be- 
fore me. I herewith incloseacopy of the 
iH, from which it appears that Harvard 
University does not ask the exclusive right. 
will do all in my power to prevent any in- 
‘ringement of the rights of the University 
of Southern California. Asi understand it, 
Harvard University obtained permission 
from the University of Southern California 
to erect a small telescope for a special pur- 
pose. It would certainly be a = ng i unfair 
and unjust action on the arvard, 
if, after having received this X. — she 
should then endeavor to gain the exclusive 
right for herself. I certainly would not be 
backward in using what little influence I 
can exert in preventing the commission of 
80 great a wrong, and I can hardly think 
that Harvard really contemplates. gaining 
possession of that site tothe exclusion of 
the University of Southern California. 1 
may in this connection say that the grant 
might as well be for two hundred as for 
. acres, the ground being wholly useless 

for agricultural purposes, or a timber 
claim, and suitable in an eminent degree 
for an astronomical observatory, and it 
might just as well be made to accommodate 
all She institutions of learning that may 
desire to erect telescopes thereon for obser- 
vation of heavenly bodies. 


The bill referred to was introduced 
in the Senate by Mr. Hoar December 
21, 1889. It was read twice and re- 
ferred to the Committee on Public

Lands. On April 15, 1890, it was re- 
ported by Mr. Dolph, with an amend- 
ment. It now reads as follows: 


Be it enacted by the Senate and House of 
Representatives of the United States of 
America in Congress assembled, that the 
United States hereby releases to the presi- 
dent and fellows of Harvard College, a cor- 
poration located at Cambridge, Mass., and 
to the University of Calitornia, all its right 
and title toatract of land, not exceeding 
forty acres, upon or near the summit of 
Wilson’s Peak, so called, near Pasadena, 
Cal., to be se lected by the proper authorities 
of said institutions within two years from 
the ap ot this act, in such manner as 
shall 9 —— by the Secretary of the 
Interior. vided, that uo lawful rights 
initiated under — of the land Jaws of the 
United States shall be impaired by this act.
